BRADLEY-IN-THE-MOORS 


Bradley-in-the-Moors [Totmonslow] (St Leonard) was a dependent parochial curacy in the 
patronage of the parochial curate of Rocester which office was then vacant. Thomas Hinckley 
€1628-1694 may have appointed parochial curate here in 1662. The parish contained one township 
which lay in Alton constablewick.

William Dicken (Rector of Darlaston) c1620-1682 


Dicken was born about 1620 third son of Hugh Dicken of Walton in Stone, Staffs "gentleman" 
c1587-a1645. He is probably the man of this name who was (presumably) ordained as a 
prebsyterian clergyman and then served as presbyterian minister at Bradley-in-the-Moors (c1651), 
Fulford (1651.2) and Maer (1654-1661). Probably as a literate Dicken was ordained deacon and and 
on 25 Mar 1661.2 ordained priest by Lincoln pro Lichfield. On 28 Mar 1662 after presentation by 
Mary Offley 1622-1718 qua widow of John Offley of Madeley, Staffs Esquire c1619-1658 he was 
instituted as rector of Darlaston and subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 21 Aug 1662. On 30 Mar 
1663 he certified the Staffordshire heraldic visitation pro his brother Christopher Dicken of Walsall, 
Staffs mercer c1617-1682. On 26 Oct 1663 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 the 
rectory was valued at £26/13/4 pa. A diocesan record of that year states Dicken "was known to have 
been dying since February". In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Darlaston constablewick and 
was assessed on 2 hearths. Still in office he died, aged about 62, and was buried on 2 Feb 1681.2 
at Walsall. His administration was granted at Lichfield on 14 Feb 1681.2. His personalty was valued 
at £160/5/4 and included "One Parcell of Books £10". Dicken married (perhaps) about 1650 to Mary 
Petit (d 1704) dau of Walter Petit of Ellenhall, Staffs gentleman c1575-.... by whom he may not have 
had children.

Thomas Hinckley (parochial curate of [? Bradley-in-the Moors &] Croxden) c1628-1694 
Hinckley, born (perhaps) about 1628, is of unknown parentage. He was probably only educated to 
literate grade. He was (presumably) anglicanly ordained deacon before 1 Sep 1662 when he was in 


office as parochial curate of Croxden. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Greatgate & Musden 
constablewick (which included Croxden township) but was not assessed there or at Bradley-in-the- 
Moors. On 1 Aug 1665 he is said to have been excommunicated and was temporarily deprived of 
Croxden. On 23 Nov 1676 he was in office at Croxden and also at Bradley-in-the-Moors (which he 
might have served from 1662). Perhaps still in both offices he died, aged about 66, and was buried 
on 23 Apr 1694 (perhaps in the chancel) at Croxden. His will made on 25 Feb 1689.90 was proved 
under Lichfield on 4 May 1694. His personalty was valued at £77/6/4 and included "his books £4". 
Hinckley married about 1657 to a woman by whom he had three sons and two daughters. He may 
have married second to Margaret by whom he had one daughter.
